COOKING HINTS.

The body of Floyd Cramer, the well 


known Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad 


fireman, of this city, who died in a

slightly 
into the 


townships of Newton and McKean. It 
begins at Sharon Valley, and extends 
in a northwesterly direction into Mc- 
Kean township, and is between five 
and six miles long. It has a width ot 
four miles or more, extending on the 
northeast into Newton township; its 
southern boundary being in Granville 
township, near 
Granville. The set- 


tlement has always been regarded as 
one of salubriousness- healthfulness 
being the rule among the liardy, ro- 
bust inhabitants, and sickness the ex- 
ception.

Hills endured great hardships and pri- 
vations, both in reaching their wild 
western homes, and during the flrst 
years alter their arrival. 
They had 


to cut out loads to enable them to 
get to their land with 
wheeled 
ve- 


hicles; and the roads over which they 
traveled from the Ohio river, were of 
recent construction and but little bet- 
ter than trails through 
the 
woods. 


They generally came in wagons, but 
a few are said to have brought their 
families in canoes from Zanesville. 


Indians often visited the Welsh set- 


tlers in early times, but they were 
not hostile. A sort of a chief named 
"Big Joe," and a few of his followers 
were frequent visitors at the home of 
David Lewis. They did no particular 
harm but frightened the women ano 
children, and were not, therefore, wel- 
come visitors. 


Wolves were very troublesome to 


the Welsh pioneers, as well as other 
pioneers of the county. 


It is related of the son of Theophilus 


Rees, that on one occasion, when some 
distance from the house in the night, 
a pack 
of wolves surrounded and 
treed him, and ihen proceeded to gnaw 
at the trunk of the small tree, and 
make other menacing demonstration? 
as he sat on one of the limbs. For- 
tunately their progress was arrested by 
some of the settlers, who were drawn 
thither by the unusually fierce howl- 
ings of the hungry beasts. On 
fre- 


quent occasions in the 
night, 
the 


wolves would gather in force aboul 
persons passing trom one cabin to an- 
other, who had to be relieved by their 
friends armed with guns and torches 


One night~while the sons of David 


Lewis and Mrs. Ann Cunningham were 
engaged in boiling sugar water, near 
their father's house, a pack ot wolves 
surrounded them, 
and 
made 
such 


threatening demonstrations as to ren- 
der it necessary for their parents to 
disperse them, which they did with the 
aid of fire brands and powder and lead. 
They were held at bay by the children, 
by the free use of fire brands, but the 
almost entire exhaustion 
of 
these 


brands before the arrival 
of assist- 


ance, rendered their position extreme- 
ly perilous. Bears were numerous, 
and there were a few panthers, both 
very formidable foes. 


The present occupants of the Welsh 


Hills are distinguished for all the 
qualities of good citizenship and just- 
ly claim a good degree of exemption 
from debasing habits which 
degrade 


humanity.

HOMELESS SEEK 


WINTER REFUGE 


AT INFIRMARY 


Statistics 
Regarding tlie Licking 


County Institution, "Which is 


Capably Managed. 


With the advent of 
winter, 
the 


homeless and friendless are 
seeking 


refuge in -the County Infirmary. 
The 


total population at this time is close 
to the 90 mark. Of these ahout sixty 
are men and thirty women. This is 
the largest number that has ever been 
cared for at the infirmary, with the 
exception of two years ago, when the 
books show that the total number of 
inmates was 102. It is thought that 
the population of the institution will 
reach the record mark by the first of 
the year. 


Only a few of the inmates are able 


to do any work to amount to any- 
thing, and-neai-ly all the work con- 
nected with the institution is done by 
persons other than the inmates. Of 
course there are a few of the inmates, 
both men and women, who are capable 
of assisting to a limited extent in per- 
forming certain duties.- 


At this time there is quite a num- 


ber of the inmates being cared for in 
the sick wards. 
Two regular 
farm 


hands 
are 
employed, being Robert 


O'Dell and Milton L/uther, both good 
men. 
There are also 
employed one 


seamstress, two cooks, two domestics 
and one engineer. At present a fine 
herd of twenty-one Jersey cows sup- 
plies all the milk and butter for the 
institution, while a considerable quan- 
tity of butter is sold. Seven head of 
horses are 
rennu'ed 
to perform the 


work of the institution, while there is 
on the place a herd of over one hun- 
dred head of hogs, of which seventy 
ar« being fattened to kill. 


The institution is under the suner- 


intendency of E. O. Vermillion, -while 
his callable wife, Mrs. iviary Vermil- 
lion, most efficiently 
performs 
the 


duties of matron. 
The Board of Di- 


rectors consist of Messrs. James Red- 
man, 
president; P. "W. Brubaker, vice 


president and Frank Dudgeon, clerk.
